There stands on the farm of 
V in­ 
cent Lawrence in Oxford township a 
house built in INOD from 
which one 
young girl ran away and after walking 
for a week through woods and fields 
in the dead of w inter entered a con­ 
vent, while another ran away to 
Em ­ 
m itsburg and 
got 
married. 
Much 
other interesting 
history attaches to 
the place. 
The farm wa* for many 
years known as the Marshall place. 
As early as 1735. 
the M arshalls 
sailed from France and settled in the 
section then known as “ Conewago.’’ 
One Joseph 
Marshall bought 
the 
Marshall farm 
then containing 212 
acres, from Alexander Caldwell, (my- 
ing for it in 
pounds, 
shillings and 
pence. 
Five generations of the Mar 
shall decendants were reared on this 
farm, which is now owned by Vincent 
awrence, who 
is m arried to Miss 
Veronica Marshal I, one of the last heirs 
of the estate. 
When Joseph M arshall settled there 
the only early Catholic settlers about 
Conew ago' ’ 
were 
the 
Marshalls, 
Sneeringers. Littles, and Shanefelter*. 
weph Marshall 
hail six 
children; 
Francis, a Jesuit priest; 
Joseph, a 
Jesuit brother; Jacob, 
who married 
.Margaret Dellona.sister of the late Ig 
a tius O ’B old; Adam and Deter, who 
Ived and died in Ohio, and Margaret, 
the only 
daughter, 
who ran 
from 
home and became a nun, against her 
|iareuts' wishes. 
On a cold mid w inter night, in Feb­ 
ruary of IMH), w hile the ground was 
covered w ith snow. 19 year old Mar 
garet Marshall, w ith a sm all bundle 
of personal effect*, silently left her 
m other’s room, in the old stone house. 
now standing anil occupied by Vincent 
.aw rence and fam ily,stealth! ly c lin b 
ell out of a window and tram ped afoot 
for tw enty mile* in the snow before 
she made her first stop- 
She walked 
for six days through the much wood- 
eel country, obtaining food ami shelter 
at farm houses, 
u n til she 
reached 
Georgetown,Md., where she found four 
pions ladies in a novitiate, who were 
the only nuns in that part of theonun 
try in those days. 
She tegged ad m it­ 
tance, was receivnd as a novice, and 
lecaiiin a sister. 
In 1834 she went to 
Mobile, 
Alabama, and 
founded the 
first V isitation Convent atsiut there 
and liecame the Mother Superior of 
that institution 
From ti)is same stone 
house Miss 
Elizabeth Lawrence, daughter of the 
present owner of the M arshall farm. 
ran away from borne a few years ago. 
telling ber parents that she was going 
to spend the night 
at a neighing’* 
bowie. 
A few days later 
word came 
that she was at Em m itsburg, M d.,and 
was m arried there by 
a 
priest to a 
neighbor boy. and 
would 
te borne 
soon. 
A tter her parents' forgiveness 
on their return Hie couple settled on a 
farm nearby, where they now live. 
After Joseph M arshall's death the 
farm was sold in 1798 to one of the 
heirs. 
In 
1853 
Francis 
M arshall 
bought the farm at $21.75 j>«r 
acre. 
loiter Susan Marshall bought 17 acres 
of the original farm, upon which she 
built a sm all house, in which she still 
lives, adjoining tho old farm. 
The stone house, in which Viuoent 
Lawrence now lives, was erected in 
1806,104 years ago

M adly 
we threw out more ballast, for the lack 
of ready response by the balloon had 
alarm ed uh and made us think for 0 
m om ent th a t we should possibly per- 
h In the lake 
a nils* fable ending to 
such a splendid Journey. 
"B ut on a terrific gust of wind tho 
balloon w hirled aloft. • a try in g us lo a 
few seconds beyond the lake. T hen WO 
at once let out th** ga 
aud 1 am e down 
safely on th*- side of a huge hill. It Ii 
unlikely th a t the balloon will be r#* 
covered. 
“ However .It is lost in a gold caus*. 
We have, without doubt, beaten tho 
world s record by m ore than 201) m iles. 
“ W e p ally suffered greatly from tho 
cold as we tram ped slowly away from 
the A m erica II. 
W e were seriously 
hampY-red by th e goods we bad to 
pack, for It was absolutely necessary 
to take along the heaviest clothing* 
hesid'-s th e rem aining food. F requent­ 
ly we m ade through stream s of leo 
cold w ater So cold was th e w eather 
that at tim es our clothing was frosem 
to our bodle* W hen we cam e across 
the trap p e rs the fourth day vt* could 
have < rit-d for Joy 
We w ere about 
all in.” 


New York, Oct. 28 —Arch H ow ey 
It the international aviation m eet a t 
Belmont park Jumped Into one of the 
older faahloned W right biplanes and 
ascended for altitude In a wind storm .
